He won the central 
striking position in the 
team following Warren 
Spink’s suspension from 
the current tourna- 
ment. 

Hristodoulou won 
the man of the match 
award in Sunday's vic- 
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tory over Fiji. He 
scored two of Aus- 
tralia’s six goals, and 
was only denied a hat- 
trick three minutes 
from time by the wood- 
work. 

Importantly for Aus- 
tralia, Hristodoulou 
and left winger Chris 


Kalantzis are establish- 
ing a good understand- 
ing up-front after just 
two internationals to- 
gether. 

The Socceroos 
started tentatively in 
the WYC series, but 
came from behind to 
defeat New Zealand 2-1 
in their opening match. 

They play Chinese 
Taipei on Wednesday 
night and Papua New 
Guinea on Friday night 
before taking on Israel 
in what could be the 


series decider on 
Sunday.

coach Jimmy Shoulder 
said he is concentrating 
on his own team’s and 
not the Israelis’ per- 
formances. 

“The only worries 
Tve got are about my 
boys,” Shoulder replied 
when asked if anything 
worried him about 
Israel.

He was killed on 
May 12, 1945, near 
the end of the war.

By that, I mean I 
started to play. Not in 
the first team of 
course, but in the 


youth side in the 
same club as my 
brother — Maccabi 
Tel Aviv. This is a 
famous club in Israel. 

I played there for 
nearly 17 years. I 
was first selected in 
the national team 
when I was nearly 
17, and played for 
the national team un- 
til I was 33. 

Q: What position did 
you play for Maccabi 
Tel Aviv and for the 
national team? 

‘A: I played in all the 
forward positions and 
the last seven years 
as an outside-left. 
Then I started to

Then I coached most 
of the major teams in 
the Israeli League, 
and now I’m back as 
the national coach.

LIDCOMBE OVAL IS 
SOCCER TARGET

IN a dramatic turn of events in the New South Wales Supreme Court last week, Lidcombe 


rox Stadium, Old 


Oval suddenly loomed as the number one target to become the headquarters of Sydney 


soccer. 

With $1 million of 
government moncy 
ready and available to 
develop a Sydney 
soccer stadium, NSW 
and Australian Soc- 
cer Federation offi- 
cials have narrowed 
their search down to 
two sites — Lid- 
combe Oval and St 
George Stadium. 

Other previous 
sites, such as Henson 
Park and the Sydney 
Sports Ground, have 
been deemed unsuit- 
able. 

On Thursday, when 
the NSW Supreme 
Court unanimously 
ruled against West- 
ern Suburbs taking 
part in this year's 
NSW rugby league 
competition, the pos- 
sibility of Lidcombe 
Oval as soccer's new 
home became a dis- 
tinct reality. 

Lidcombe is the 
home of the Wests 
rugby league team. 

And with the Mag- 
pies out of the top 
competition, such a 
fine stadium would be 
wasted if confined 
only to junior rugby 
league games. 


Ideal 


The NSW _ govern- 
ment and the local 
council also realise 
this. 

Lidcombe Oval is 
ideally suited and lo- 
cated for a national 
soccer stadium. It 
has plenty of parking 
facilities and is close 
to Lidcombe railway 
station. 

Its present 
facilities could be de- 
veloped into a top- 
class stadium and a 
real home for Sydney 
soccer. 

As of course could 
the St George 
Stadium, which also 
has the potential and 
indeed is already well 
on the way to becom- 
ing a great stadium. 

Now that the field 
seems to have been 
marrowed down to 
two sites, a final deci- 
sion on the matter 
should be chased 
with all urgency. 

NSW Soccer Fed- 
eration president 
John Constantine said 
this week that he in- 
tends to seek im- 


mediate talks with 
either NSW Premier 
Neville Wran or 
Minister of Sport 
Michael Cleary or 
both, to ascertain 
how ‘the promised 
grant of $1 million for 
the development of a 
new stadium will be 
forthcoming. 

It is likely that Mr 
Constantine and ASF 
president Sir Arthur 
George will meet the 
politicians either this 
week or next to dis- 
cus the matter. 

“We must now pur- 
sue the matter with 
the utmost urgency 
and get the project 
moving immediate- 
ly," Mr Constantine 
said. 

“It's long past time 
that we had our own 
big-time — soccer 
stadium in Sydney 
and with this gener- 
ous grant from the 
state government 
forthcoming, time is 
of an essence.” 

It is also on the 
cards that a prestigi- 
ous FIFA Gold Cup 
tournament will be 
held in Sydney in 
1988 as part of Aus- 
tralia's bicentenary 
celebrations. 

Our own soccer 
stadium is a must if 
such an event is to be 
staged. 

Also the present 
situation that exists 
without a real soccer 
stadium in Sydney 
makes it very difficult 
to bring overseas 
touring teams here. 


The rental fees and 
demands to hire 
stadiums to stage 
matches against 
Overseas team is fi- 
nancially crippling to 
associations and 
promoters. 

In such circumst- 
ances, valuable cash 
is “thrown down the 
drain” and lost to the 
code forever. 

If soccer in Sydney 
had its own stadium 
this wasted ground 
rental money would 
stay circulated in the 
game and a much 
healthier climate, 
would then prevail.

LIKE a finely-tuned Mercedes, the mechanics of West German 


football are working very well. 

And although the national team has 
not quite hit top speed, it definitely is no 
longer plummeting downhill as things 
seemed over the past four years. 

‘A new “chief driver” has been installed, a new 
revamped image has been employed and the wheels 
of success are beginning to turn again thanks to 
one of the most efficient production lines in the 
world. 

And a group of young Australians late last year 
were given the opportunity to “hitch-a-ride” on 
the West German sports machine. 

‘The youngsters, aged between 14 and 22, were 

part of the third annual Lufthansa soccer tour to 
Germany, and apart from the usual matches, 
sightseeing and homestays of previous years, the 
erary this time included training alongside 
‘ranz Beckenbauer and his national team. 
The experience, undoubtedly one of the high- 
lights of the young Australians’ soccer careers, 
took place ai the magnificent Hennef Sports 
School, outside of Bonn. 


Complete venue 


‘The Australians have become regular visitors to 
the Sports School, which is one of the best soccer 
training facilities in Germany. It boasts four out- 
door fields and a further two indoors, indoor and 
outdoor pools, tennis courts and basketball courts 
and a sports hall catering for a wide range of sports 
from gymnastics to weightlifting — plus hotel-like 
accommodation for 250. 

It is a complete training venue, and for that 
reason, Beckenbauer also chose the picturesque 
Hennef Sports School for his team’s final prepara- 
tions for their opening World Cup qualifying match 
last October. 

The German stars, including Rummenigge, Al- 
lofs, Schumacher and Forster, slept, ate and 
trained alongside the Australians. At one training 
session nearly 4,000 people turned out to watch 
the national team stars. And the fans could not 
help but cast an inquisitive eye over the young 
‘Australians training on an adjoining field. 

‘The fact that so many people were allowed into 
the training venue signified a new image for the 
German national team. Since Beckenbauer was 
appointed to control the national side last season. 
He has attempted to remove some of the barriers 
built up over recent decades that has left the team 
aloof from the German people. 

‘The maestro now encourages fans to attend the 
training sessions and urges his players to acknow- 
ledge the presence of the supporters. At the 
conclusion of one training session, flamboyant 
‘West German keeper Tony Schumacher, one of the 
heroes of the national team, staged an impromptu 
shoot-for-shower competition with several out- 
field players. 

‘The exciting “game” which featured some ac- 
robatic saves from Schumacher had fans cheering 
and roaring for more. The fans continued to cheer 
at Koln Stadium two days later when West Ger- 
many scored a 2-0 win over a hapless Sweden. 
Beckenbauer and his team were again heroes. 

But it has not been all smooth going for Becken- 
bauer, one of the finest players the world has 
known. Despite his brilliance on the field, Becken- 
bauer suddenly found that not everyone was his 
friend when he was given the national team job. 

Tough system 

There were protests that Beckenbauer had no 
formal qualifications and had been appointed 
ahead of many others who had worked long and 
hard to gain their certificates. But the problem 
was overcome by calling Beckenbauer “team 
cheif”. 

The team “coach” is the highly-qualified and 
well-respected Horst Koppel, who won many fans 


among the Australians with his open and friendly 
manner. 

Typical of the West German soccer system, 
making it to the top in coaching is as tough as 
making it on the field. 

‘There are four levels of coaching with the ulti- 
mate being the “football teacher”. To obtain the 
classification, not only are years of experience 
needed but a course taking six months must be 
completed and a 60-hour refresher course must be 
undertaken every half year after the certificate is 
obtained. 

‘The young Australians were again lucky to meet 
one of Germany’s most respected “football 
teachers” Dietmar Kramer, now coiach of first 
division side FC Leverkausen. 

Kramer, who toured Australia as a FIFA coach 
many seasons ago, was delighted to meet up again 
with players from “down under” and eagerly asked 
about the progress of the code in a country which 
impressed him greatly. 

Kramer also took a small group to watch a 
Leverkausen training session, which was one of the 
toughest but well-planned and professional work- 
‘outs seen by the Queensland coach, George Pagan. 

The thoroughness of training sessions seems to 
be inherent in German coaches and Lufthansa 
soccer tour coach, Uwe Hausmanns, is no excep- 
tion, Hausmanns, coach of outstanding amateur 
side FC Bonner, is one of the up-and-coming 
“football teachers” who is expected to break into 
the big-time coaching arena within years. 


Mixed bag 


Hausmanns has coached all three Lufthansa 
tours and achieved amazing results with players, 
who often have not met each other until they have 
arrived at Brisbane airport for their departure. 

‘This year's tour was indeed a mixed bag, with 
players coming from as far as Cairns and Rock- 
hampton as well as Brisbane. But after 10 days of 
intensive training, utilising all the facilities at 
Hennef, Hausmanns, with the aid of tour leader 
Pagan — the Queensland Under 15 coach — picked 
a team which achieved startling results. 

The players had been drilled on the West Ger- 
man style of play which encouraged calculated 
build-ups, using the full width of the park, com- 
plimented by flashes of individual skill highlighted 
by fainting and turning. When defending the team 
channelled back into defensive arcs around the 
goals.

WITH more than 2,250,000 registered players, China is fast 
becoming a powerful and skilful soccer nation, juniors being 


their main basis of growth. 


China’s continuing support for 
juniors has been rewarded with the 
hosting of the first U16 World Cup, 
to be played in August. 

The Chinese selectors will choose a 
squad of 40 players shortly after the 
national titles which are to be held in 
May. 3 

The 40-man squad will then begin a 
full-time, live-in camp during their 
summer vacations (June). 

At this camp, a final team of 22 
players will be chosen to represent 
both China and the South Asia Zone 
in the inaugural U16 World Cup. 

During the six-week camp, the 
Chinese squad will concentrate on 
the five main elements which they 
believe are vital to any team in inter- 
national football, 

These are theory, strategy, skill, 
condition and physical ability. 

‘The Chinese emphasise that no 
international team would succeed in 
soccer if it did not constantly prac- 
tice these five disciplines of the 


game. 
The Government-funded Chinese 


team is likely to train at the Bei 
Workers Stadium. China's national 
stadium has been designed not only 
for international competition but al- 
so as a perfect training arena. 

Not only does it have a soccer field 
of high repute but also a hotel and 
gymnasium which is used for high- 
Standard competition. 

The Chinese will use the U16 
World Cup as a stepping stone for 
the development of their juniors into 
the senior ranks. 

After the World Cup tournament, 
the players will return to their re- 
spective schools. They will be trained 
by specialised coaches who will pre- 
pare the youngsters for the U19 
Youth team and eventually help 
them break into the senior team.

As well as repeatedly unfolding a sea of messages 
that rippled across the vast grandstand, patterns 
of soccer players in action would flood the entire 
length of the stadium. 

ne such spectacular sketch portrayed a striker 
climbing high to head a goal. 

Can you picture a 100 metre wide, colourful, 
action-packed murial? 

‘The Australian squad assembled in the arena, 
together with the other 10 squads, were stunned 
atthe spectacle unfolding before their eyes, as 
were the 28,000 spectators. 

With the official march by the squads com- 
pleted, the -players scrambled back up to their 
seats in the grandstand to sit back, relax and 
witness the rest of the ceremony.
